“For  now  is  oor  salvaiioo  nrarrr  Ihnn  whrn  srr 
hriirvni.  Ttar  nirht  fat  fur  .^ul,  llu*  iluy  is  lU  hand,  kt 
«s  ilwrrlbrr  east  thr  works  of  darkness,  anti  let  us 
pul  on  the  oriovr  of  Ufthl."— Uitm.  siii;  11,  la. 

The  gcnerul  arguments  of  this  epistle 
were  brought  to  a  close,  uilh  the  eleventh 
cha|>ter.  Then  ai'cording  to  the  invariable 

ftractice  of  the  ajiostle,  eomineiices  the  ve- 
lement  exhortation  of  those  to  whom  he 
wnite,  to  Uie  |ierformancc  of  all  tlie  liuties 
enjoined  by  (tieir  holy  vocation.  iSonie- 
ti  I  nes  he  i  ntrodueea  some  particula  r  consider* 
Btion  an  an  indueement  to  vigilance  and 
faithfulness.  This  is  es|iceially  the  case  in 
tlic  text— 4hc  first  clause  of  uhich.  is  u 
reason  for  urging  the  oliscrvation  of  tlie 
duties  of  the  second.  We  are  first  iiistniet- 
cd  ill  the  most  plain  and  direct  iiiiinner.  that 
their  deliverance  was  nearer  than  when  they 
believed  ;  and  the  same  truth  is  very  lienuti* 
fully  illustrated,  by  tlie  passing  away  of 
the  night  and  the  conscipient  approach  of 
day.  It  wiis  tills  imagery,  which  suggest¬ 
ed  the  peculiar  style  of  cxpri^ssion  that  clo¬ 
ses  the  verse.  The  dress  or  habiliments  ol 
a  person  in  a  state  of  sleep,  being,  in  gener¬ 
al,  very  different  from  that  which  would  he 
used  in  day— u.s  well  as  wholly  iniprofur 
for  that  period.  And  it  is  as  murh  as  to 
say— though  while  Pagans  your  eondtict 
might  suit  your  circumstances,  as  (.'hris- 
tians,  you  must  put  on  that  demeanor  and 
practise  those  virtues  which  Imtoiiic  a  dis¬ 
pensation  of  greater  light. 

The  first  (lartieulur  which  claims  atten¬ 
tion,  is  the  first  in  order— and  is,  that  their 
salvation  was  nearer  than  when  they  lieliev- 
cd.  Now  we  have  no  projier  reuoon  to 
douU,  tliat  in  general,  the  primitive  Chris¬ 
tians  like  all  others,  were  more  or  less  in¬ 
fluenced  by  thn  moral  princi[>les  of  their 
religion.  And  tliough  we  cunnot.  with 
some,  su|tpose  them  immaculate — for  the 
roin|ilaiiits  urged  against  them  by  the  b(>us- 
tlcs  are  many— still  it  would  offend  against 
charity  nut  to  believe  that  they  w  ere  improv* 
cd  by  the  gospel. 

Uut  it  is  abwiliitely  certain,  that  in  propor¬ 
tion  as  they  were  rrformrd  by  the  Gosjiel. 
in  the  same  degree  tlu^y  were  made  the 
partakers  of  salvation.  Fur  reformation  is 
salvation.  The  proofs  of  this,  are  both 
ncriptural  and  experimental.  Jesus  was 
sent  into  this  world  to  “  save  his  lasiplc 
from  their  sins and  of  course,  whoever 
ceased  to  sin  by  repentance  and  reformation, 
was  saved— or,  in  a  state  of  salvation. — 
This  is  called  by  different  names  in  thesn- 
<  red  volume.  At  one  time  it  is  called  tnter- 


infr  into  rest — at  iiiiuUht,  u  Irniislutiun  into 
tlie  kingdom  of  Gml's  di-Hr  son,  nnd  at  oth¬ 
ers,  a  pus.singfroiii  death  unto  lift .  These 
terms,  which  convey  the  view  of  thea|K>s- 
tlcs  res|)eeting  the  i  flta  t  of  salvation,  arc 
descriptive  of  the  feelings  of  every  mind 
imbued  with  the  spirit  niitl  jaiwer  of  the 
gosjicl.  1,4 1  the  gosp*l  lie  believed  honest¬ 
ly  and  simsTcly — let  its  re(|uireniciils  be 
freed  from  tlie  iiieumbmneisuf  superstition, 
and  lie  view  t-d,  as  they  are.a  pure  and  heaven¬ 
ly  mondity  ;  let  them  lie  heartily  ola*yed, 
and  peaee,  and  rest,  and  life  will  eruwn  its 
possessor  with  joy.  Why  then  is  it  sai«l 
in  the  text,  that  salvation  was  nearer,  than 
when  the  Romans  UdicvcMl  ?  The  satisfae- 
tory  answer  to  this,  is  etmtaiiied  in  the  faet, 
that  salvation  does  not  always  apply  to  the 
same  subject,  nor  mean  tlie  same  thing. — 

A  few  corrcsiKindingpassagi  s  will  both  illus. 
tratc  and  iiruvc  our  |MKsition. 

When  Paul  was  siiipvvri'eked,  the  sailors 
were  alKiiit  leaving  the  vcsim'1  and  |Nis.sengers 
to  their  fate,  when  he  critsl  out — "unless 
the.se  abide  in  the  ship  ye  cannot  be  suv  t  d.” 

Is  it  (Hissible  to  conceive  what  intluenee 
this  eireumstanec  could  have  on  the  moral 
condition,  mil  to  sny,  eternal  welfaro  of  the 
pavsengers  ?  liut  it  is  easy  to  |ien'«'iv«‘  that 
the  presAfiiee  of  a  nnniber  of  ex|iArl  s<-amen, 
would  have  n  very  great  etU  et  in  the  iiianage- 
ment  of  the  ship ;  and  eonsi'qiiently  an 
im|M)rtiiiit  infliieiicc  u|ion  the  salety,  tli.at  is 
the  of  the  lives  of  the  pitsseiigers. 

.\nd  this  is  eminently  observabh' in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  that  tniis.aetion. 

.\gain — oiir  Saviour,  sptakiiig  of  the 
great  tribulation  vvhieh  vvils  coming  upon 
the  Jews,  says — “exc«'pt  those  days  l>e 
shortened,  there  shull  no  fli-sli  lie  saved."* 
Now  it  is  ditlieult  to  imagine  why  the 
shortening  of  those  dnys.  that  is,  lessi  iiing 
their  numlH-r,  should  have  any  possible 
connexion  or  influence  upon  the  fninl  salva¬ 
tion  of  any — much  less  all  flesh.  Rut  when 
we  consider  tlio  great  numlH-r  vvhieh  dii  il 
by  the  sword,  and  by  famine,  we  very  readi¬ 
ly  understand,  that  to  have  protracted  these 
culainities  even  for  a  few  day  s  longer,  would 
have  destroyed  all  the  inisenhle  inliabit  ints 
of  that  devoted  city— that  is,  none  would 
have  been  saved  alive. 

In  view  of  those  passages,  vvhieh  prove, 
that  to  be  saved,  d«)es  not  always  mean  the 
moral  redemption  of  the  gos})el,  let  us  in¬ 
quire  what  was  the  situation  of  the  Chris¬ 
tians  here  addrcssia!  ? 

No  faet  can  be  plainer,  than  that  all  the 
rimitive  followers  of  our  Lord,  were,  like 
im.  subject  to  the  most  cruel,  untiring  and 
remorseless  jiersecution.  Tlie  Jews  were 
always  fiirrmost  in  this  bnrlierous  work — 
they  soe.niled  the  alanu.  and  where  they 


wuiiletl  iMiwer,  urged  their  rulers  ami  (Itii- 
tile  iiiHslers  loiwrry  on  the  work  of  violence 
and  ileatli.  Rut  our  S^aviour  had  iiifuniusl 
his  followers,  that  these  prime  movers  of 
religious  violence  would,  in  the  life-time  of 
some  of  that  genenilioii,  lie  swept  with  the 
besom  of  deslriu-liun  from  the  seats  Of  pow¬ 
er  and  iiillueiire  wliiehtliey  then  he  ld — ami 
that  those  of  his  disciples  who  endured 
their  perseeutions  should  he  saved. 

This  prediction  was  fondly  clirrished  by 
the  Christians,  aiul  esjaeially  by  the  ajaib- 
lies,  who  seemed  to  have  urged  its  recollec¬ 
tion  with  great  e-arnestiievs,  for  the  en- 
eoun^genieiil  of  churches.  .\nd  a.s  a  consid¬ 
erable  (mrt  of  the  time  embraced  in  this 
preelictiun  of  our  Imrd,  hail  already  elaps¬ 
ed,  it  was  suiil  that  ihctr  deliverance,  or  sal¬ 
vation  wim  "nearer than  when  they  lieli«-v- 
ed.*’  Tlu‘  iiifrht  of  persecution  was  "far 
s|H'nt,"  and  the  day  of  their  deliverance 
from  its  alllictions  and  siillerings  was  "at 
hand.’*  It  is  possible,  that  a  further  nicHn- 
ing  is  contained  in  this  form  of  expression 
— and  that  it  refers  to  tlie  great  caution  and 
privacy  v  hi«'h  they  were  necessitated  to 
(iliserve,  in  order  to  avoiil  unnecessary  ex¬ 
posure,  by  bolding  their  assemblies  in  the 
night.  In  this  case,  th<‘y  would  iiatiirally 
ussoeiiite  with  their  enemies  at  other  times, 
ill  such  manner  as  to  pnweiit  siispieioii  ui 
their  ('liristiaii  profession  ;  and  would,  ot 
course,  omit  to  say  and  do  many  things 
wliii  h  would,  under  other  eircumstancts, 
distinguish  them.  In  either  case,  the  ex¬ 
hortation  is  iqually  proper  that  they  should 
put  on  the  "  arnuir  of  light.” 

If  the  last  suggestion  hail  any  influence, 
it  merely  implies  thattiu-y  slmulil  act  mur** 
4*|H-iily  mid  fearh  ssly,  and  laki-  liefore  tht- 
public  R  mure  ileeiih^d  klRiid  against  the  folly 
and  corniptioa  of  the  tientiles.  But  it  is 
iiiueh  more  proliable,  that  tlic  prospect  ot 
rest  to  the  ehurc  hi's.  is  urged,  as  an  aildi 
tioiial  reason,  why  they  sbuulil  maintain  the 
conti'st  with  vice  by  live's  of  piety  and 
virtue. 

There  arc  tiro  ways  in  vvhii  h  men  dis- 
eourage  vice  and  promote  moral  purity — 
example  and  precept.  If  but  one  of  the**- 
is  employed,  and  it  is  iiiiiiiaterial  whieb. 
the  work  is  only  half  R<r«iiiiplishe4l.  F.x- 
ample  is  indeed  bi-st  lor  the  individual— and 
test  for  those  within  the  immediate  sphen* 
of  its  influence ;  but,  in  gnienil,  it  is  very 
limited.  I’recept,  on  the  eiintrary,  takes  a 
wider  range,  and  eemiprises  a  much  gre-aler 
number  within  its  intluenee  ;  but  must  en¬ 
tirely  fail  in  the  circle  of  aripiaintaiice. 

Rut  it  is  when  these  go  hand  in  hand — 
when  what  is  lavseht,  is  also  Ih'ed.  that  wo 
are  to  look  for  good  results.  Virtue  is 
doubly  eiiforeoil.  when  both  are  im-uh'ateil 
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nvA\f;nMr\T.  Mvr;\5",i\n  am>  r.o^rnL  \nvor,\Tr:

The  afKistle  would  have  lliov  w  ho  nuiin-il 
the  name  of  Chrixt,  ilepart  I'roiii  iiii(|iiily  ; 
b<»lh  lor  the  ocmhI  oi'the  iiidivi  hud  proii  SMir, 
and  for  the  ^rciil  moral  etiei'l  who'ii  such  a 
roiinic  eouhl  not  Tail  to  produce  on  otliers. 
He  knew  IheKainted  hie  ol'  the  (rrial  mas¬ 
ter  tvlium  they  professed  to  sin. — the 
purity  und  im,;ortanee  of  tlie  d<'ctriiies  and 
precepts  ivhicli  he  inciilcati  il,  and  he  «  sii- 
mated  the  |Hiwer  that  such  |ii  luciiui  s  and 
praiin*es  were  calculated  to  exert. 

Besides  these  considerations,  ihi  re  wis 
another  still  of  jin'til  moment— one,  con- 
^rning  which  the  most  intense  iuiensi 
mist  have  lu'en  felt  hy  all  true  lulievers, 
a:iil  on  which  much  ol  their  crcdii  inid 
p 'OS|M.Til^'  must  depi  lid.  It  was  the  di  sire 
to  avoid  reproach.  Brofessino,  as  they 
did,  tlic  lii^liest  and  tlie  purest  reli::ion. 
nothing;  could  Inmi  greater  stigma  upon  their 
character,  than  for  them  to  live  iii  hahitiial 
ncgliTf,  or  ojM’ii  violation  of  iis  preeepls. 
A  cold  and  hearlh'ss  iiidilli'reiiee  to  the  pro- 
Ifress  of  a  system  so  heavenly ,  hi  tray  s  a 
morbid  sensihiliiy,  almost  as  distructiM  to 
the  interests  of  truth  as  a  hfeoi’  sjn.  I'or 
if  tlioae  who  profess  reli<rioii  seem  to  rare 
little  whether  it  pros|M-r,  it  is  eertaiidy  fail 
to  roiielude  that  those  who  do  not  Ih  lir\e 
it,  will  hold  it  in  eoiitem|it. — ••  I.ook,’’  sn\ 
they — “tiu'se  persons  say  they  ls  li,-\e  a 
ayatem  of  dmUrmes,  every  way  tilted  to  ini 
prove  and  render  hmiiaii  nature  happy — 
happy  in  every  juTiisl  of  this  iniserahle 
life,  patient  under  trials,  liiiinhie  in  prospci- 
ity,  resi);ned  in  ainieiioii,  eoiiiforted  in  sor¬ 
row.  and  happy  iM-yond  all  others  in  tin* 
prospetrl  of  immortality.  .And  yet  llicy 
aectn  iiiditU'rent  about  its  pron^ress — cun  wi- 
suppose  they  really  ladieve  this !” 

Nor  will  these  reflections  admit  of  niu!  li 
ai^ravation.  even  should  sin  and  corrup¬ 
tion  be  added  to  neirhs  t— ^•s|H■eialI^■  if  lu<>se 
sins  are  common  and  |>opiilar.  homo  one 
ran  be  surprised  to  s*-i«  a  |>»Tson  dis^r.iee  a 
religious  profession,  for  w  hich  he  evidently 
cares  nothing. 

In  eonelusion — wc  may  observe  tint  this 
Buhjei't  admits  of  a  ready  application  to 
those  who  worship  the  (lod  of  .Mmdi  iiii. 
professing  unwavering  faith  in  the  pnuiiisi's 
of  his  imiiartial  gniee.  The  arm  ol  ac¬ 
tual  persei’Ulion  eannnt.  iiuU'ed,  Ih-  raised 
against  you  ;  hut  an  ispially  maligiianl  spir¬ 
it  is  never  at  a  loss  for  ex|Mslieiils  to  an¬ 
swer  its  ends.  And  it  requiri's  but  little 
aequaiiitance  with  hiimnii  nature  to  know, 
that  public  opinion  is  a  miieh  more  potent 
engine  of  |wwer  than  mere  force — and  iii- 
flnitidy  more  efleetiial  in  the  suppression  of 
what  may  be  deemed  heresy,  than  the  stake. 

Tliat  the  public  mind  has  liecn  constant¬ 
ly  cxeileil  against  your  o[iinions,  yon  can¬ 
not  be  insensible.  .And  that  no  means 
which  policy  or  malice  could  suggest,  have 
h«!en  spared  to  prevent  their  progn-ss,  must 
be  apparent  to  all  who  have  felt  any  inter¬ 
est  in  the  snhjecf.  But  hup|>ily  these  days 
of  contumely  and  reproach  arc  passing 
away.  Your  tafr/tthn^  in  this  resjact,  is

rayliss  night  whieh,  liir  ugis,  lir.s  hreoded 
like  an  ineiihiis,  over  the  mind  of  man,  is 
alxiiil  to  lx-  sncis'i  (led  by  the  dawn  and  the 
ilav  ol'  moral  ami  religions  light.

Ii  ni  you  [irol'i'ss.  I,cj  ;he  world  know  tli..t 
yon  are  nciiiu  r  afn.iil  nor  aslc.im  d  of  your 
opinions  ;  iiii  l  f  ar  not  to  stand  With  thiin 
in  lie-  light. 

^■cw..|■|  of  imlilli'rcnee — no  man  w ill  oh-

But  perliaps  (as  you  sairl  of  ivlr.  S.)  you

W  hat  is 
Ihe  record  f  'Pile  reraird  is,  that  “lie  hath 
given  lo  us  eteiiial  life,  and  this  life  is  in  his 
Sim."  .Vow,  as  Mr.  S.  ohserved,  if  this 
reeoril  is  not  true,  or  <  Iod  has  not  given  to 
IIS  I  ierii.il  life,  iheii  vve  are  called  iiimiii  lo 
la  lievea  lie.  But  you  say,  according  to 
this  iikhIc  of  ri'asoiiim.,  yam  can  prove  lliat 
I'liiversalists  are  calleil  upon  to  iM'lieve  a 
lie*.  But  sir,  allow  me  lo  i  xamine  your 
arguiiiciils.  If  you  mean  that  I'liiversal- 
isiii  leaches  that  all  mankind  arc  alreaily 
fully  and  completely  savcal,  tlicii  your  first 
term  is  falsi; ;  for  il  teHelic.s  no  such  tiling — 
It  teui’hi's  that  “he  that  hath  not  the  Son, 
hath  not  life.”

In  the  course  of  your  remarks  you  st.v- 
ted  that  y<'U  knew  of  no  passaue  in  Ihe 
Biltle  vvineh  said  that  Christ  was  tlie  Sa¬ 
viour  of  the  world  ;  and  altliough  he  was 
.said  to  he  the  Saviour  of  all  im  ii,  yet  it  was 
iiiiiiiediately  added,  “  i  spi  eially  t>f  tlieiii 
that  believe-”  Airy  true,  tl.e  believer  en¬ 
joys  a  pnsi  lit  salvation,  “  lie  that  laliev- 
( ill  and  is  liapti/i'd  shall  U-  snvisl.” 

.\ovv,  sir,  if  you  will  turn  to  John  iv  : 
i'i,  ami  I  John  iv  ;  II.  A  on  will  find 
tliat  Christ  is  there  said  to  Ih‘ tho  Saviour  of 
the  world,  “ 'I'his  is  indeed  the  f'hritil,  thr 
Sat  iuur  of  tlif  iriirlti."  “  We  have  wa  n, 
ami  do  ti  silly,  that  the  l''atlier  sent  the  Son, 
the  Saviour  of  ihe  world.”  ('Phe  words. 
Id  h>‘  in  this  last  text  iH’tween  Son  ami  Sii- 
vionr  nre  not  in  the  original,  hut  were 
siipjilied  hy  the  translators.)  That  you 
slioiild  lie  ignorant  of  these  and  other  simi¬ 
lar  pasvigis,,  is  not  so  mneh  to  Ih*  womler- 
i  d  at,  when  it  is  reeol li  fted  that  yon  rejicnt  ■ 
i  d  the  f(dlovviiig  as  the  words  of  Christ : 
"  It  ye  die  in  yoiirsins,  where  I  am  yeiaiii- 
m>t  enme.’’  I  will  not  aeiaise  you  of  coin¬ 
ing  this  passage,  or  of  adding  to  the  word 
of  Hod,  tint  sure  1  am  there  is  not  such  a 
text  to  Im-  found  ill  all  the  Bible. 

.A  passage  from  1st  Cor.  xv  :  Ul,  was 
iiitro.liieed  vvilli  a  view  to  show  that  imr 
probalioa  state  Would  futallv  imt.  and  that 
Cliri'l  would  deliver  up  Ids  iiiediatoria) 
kingdom,  nml  no  longer  hcI  ns  misliator  ; 
from  vvliieli  it  was  inferred  that  all  could 
not  Im-  saved. 

I’lifoi  tuii  itely  however,  for  your  r.iiise, 
tins  is  not  until  the  kingiloius  of  this  world 
liei-ome  the  kingdom  ol'  mir  l,ord  and  liis 
Christ — not  until  all  wlio  die  in  Adam  are 
made  alive  in  Christ,  and  death  the  last 
eiieiiiy  is  dt  siroyed — not  until  he  has  fmish- 
id  the  work  widi  h  llie  Father  gave  him  to 
do  ;  and  “  we  leivi-  seen,  and  do  testify, 
that  the  Father  sent  the  son  (to  lie)  the  Sa¬ 
viour  ofthe  world.”  When  all  this  is  done, 
and  the  work  fully  aeeompiishcd,  C’hrist 
will  deliver  up  his  iiiediatorial  kingdom  nml 
fSod  will  be  nil  in  all.  >See  1  st  Curinthiuii  s, 
XV  ;  ‘Jt),  to  end.

Some  nihlitional  par¬ 
ticulars  named  liy  “.Another  Observer”  iiiav 
he  interesting  to  our  readers— we  give  them  in 
Ins  own  words. 

.A  geiitlenitin  hearing  the  clreiulfnl  huwl- 
in^raut  the  liuardintr  huuse,  near  the  .Acude- 
niy,  felt  dcKinniH  tu  know  what  was  going 
on  there,  went  to  the  door  of  the  lioii.se, 
uttetiipU'd  to  o|H'n  it,  lint  found  it  was  iiiateii- 
ed  and  no  ligiit  in  the  room.

tilled  with  noise  and  eoiifnsion.  totally  dark, 
exeeptwiiat  light  was  derived  from  tin 
stars,  his  atteiitioii  was  atirtieted  to  two  per¬ 
sons  in  coiiver.salioii,  in  one  rorner  of  the 
riMMii.  lie  went  softly  Ik'IiiiiiI  them,  neiir 
eiiongh  to  iliseover  tlic  sex  hy  their  dn-ss, 
and  to  hear  a  part  of  the  eonver.salion  ; 
and  idnnd  one  to  la*  a  female,  sitting  on  the 
door,  and  leuiiing  over  upon  a  trunk  that 
stood  beside  her — the  other  was  a  male, 
partly  la-hind  nnd  la-side  her,  on  Ids  knet-s, 
wiili  his  body  bent  over  her,  or  resting  on 
hers,  ti  lling  her  to  “  pray,  pray  loud.”  to 
“give  her  heart  to  (lod.”  and  repeating  it, 
telling  her  slie  loiist  pray  :  and  she  as  olU-n 
saying  she  “  would  not,”  she“  had  prayisl, 
sha  had  done  i  L  she  eonld,  nnd  that  slie 
woiild  try  no  more.”  Ileing  satisfied  that 
it  w. :s  nil  iiiiiekerv,  blasphemy  and  ih  hi- 
s-oc,  liie  genlleman  lei'l  the  house  and  went 
(lotiie.

dtiy,  to  kimw  how  niatiy  wool  I  eoiis.-nt, 
upon  any  eoiisideratiot-,  io  rise  nnd  iiiani 
lest  a  williiigtn  ss  ih-il  I 'hristiiiiis  slnuih 
pray  for  llu-iii ;  ami  after  celling  nil  ihev 
v-onld  to  rise,  no  matu-r  wh.at  motive  in, hi 
eid  them  to  do  it,  they  were  all  riirefully 
eonnted,  and  the  n-JiiilK-r  added,  «-nehsnI>s<- 
•  pienl  time,  to  the  first.  'Phns  we  si-e  that 
■f  fitly  rose  nji  the  first  day,  and  <-«intiiiue<l 
to  rise  up  only  ntiee  every  sneeessive  day, 
lor  fourteen  days,  the  nnmls'r  ninonnts  to 
•i-ven  hundred.  Thus  we  see  thtil  a  small 
■  nnilar,  multiplied  and  added  so  olleti, 
.voiild.  in  a  short  lime,  amount  to  s«>ven  or 
eight  hundred.  Hut  the  w  riter  of  this  dis-s 
lot  believe  that  own  fifty  liHvebei-ii  eonvert- 
t-<l  to  the  Orthodox  tailh  at  the  meeting, 
notwithstanding  all  their  lioa.stit>g.

ed.  and  thru  for  the  Congrcaationalists.  making 
rlcrcn  in  all  bc'ides  the  i’re'hvteriaiis,  and  these 
rattier  iinliffereiit,  and  such  os  would  not  lie 
likely  to  act  iiiiich,  if  any — some  of  them  living 
out  <d' town.  Tliu-,  while  the  I’re-'liyteriana 
had  to  the  enmiiiillee  of  their  own  choosing, 
in  f  iIm-  iii,»-f  active  ones  they  could  select,  fhey 
had  given  all  tin- other  sect*  ilcrm,  and  selecli-d 
for  them  those  from  whoso  activity  tlioy  would 
have  nothing  to  apprehend.  It  should  be  recol¬ 
lected,  the  children  were  to  attend  school  where 
the  eoniniiltee  e.alling  on  them  should  direct. 
How  truly  li-cral  and  republican  tliese  good 
Preshvlerians  an- !  What  general  eouhf  not  tur- 
recd  ill  battle,  if  allowed  to  rho-e  his  own  sol¬ 
diers,  and  those  of  his  enemy  too,  and  to 
d«»<igiiate  tlie  nunilier  of  eai-h  army  t  Wo  un¬ 
derstand,  the  Baptists,  Dutch  Rnflirmcid,  and 
roiigregationalists,  when  they  discovered  the 
management,  “liolted,”  ns  the  saying  is,  and 
withdrew  from  so  happy  a  concert,  so  harmo¬ 
nious  a  union.

It  contains 
n  pn-tly  plain  and  unqiialiticd  censure  of  the 
t*oiithorii  Association  ; — us  unintcnt.onal. 
we  liojh-,  as  we  believe  if  to  lie  unmerited. 
At  the  late  meeting  of  said  Association  in 
Hartford,  iir.  Hrooks,  on  application,  uses 
received  as  a  candidate  for  full  fellowship. 
We  hail  satisfactory  assurance  from  the 
place  where  he  ha.s  resided  and  |•rcat•iu•d 
lor  the  last  two  years,  that  his  conduct  has

Hr  was 
Its*  drsl  of  a  iiuiiH-rous  Aunily  who  Bcknowh*dgrd  dm 
iinlversul  benevolenee  of  our  rimiinon  I^rrnl.  Hr  livni 
liir  iIk*  spuce  of  Itdy  years  an  open  advis*alr  fur  tlie  fUitb 
once  deliv  emi  to  thv*  soiiiLs.  lie  luul  reared  a  numerous 
fkmdy ,  and  tnugid  Ihem  hy  pm*i*pl  and  example,  Ihai  fce- 
nrvownce,  sincerity  and  iiprighlniM*s,  are  bener  than  sn- 
rrilice,and  that  they  lead  to  lelicily  niorsperinniirntlhan 
dull  lo  which  many  a  wslr  lM*au*ii  track  conducts,  Ihougli 
“  a  host  shniikl  walk  lhen*ln."  He  showed  un  entire  re- 
signabmi  to  the  Divine  will,  durtiut  a  luog  decline  of  bi.s 
lieulth,  iuhI  welcomed  Ih-«ih  as  the  end  of  nil  Irouhle.s- 
His  earnest  wish  was  lo  be  rrnu)vi*il  from  the  AA’esI,  dial 
Ih*  might  l>r  laid  hy  the  suleoftImwiA  of  his  youth  *,  wbirh 
wish  will  be  grslilh'd. 

His  fiiiienil  was  intended  on  the  IHlh,  and  a  (lisrour*Hr 
delivereil  ui  o  large  nndii*in*e,  hy  Hr.  AV,  Fuller.  M' 
.Aliimiy  hud  selerlpil  tlie  w<s*ilsofdH‘  Psubnisi  as  a  suit 
side  siibieel  lin*  discourse  at  his  liinernl.  “  Ketiira  onto 
lliy  rest,  O,  inv  soul  {  Air  tlic  Lord  lioth  dealt  bonniifully 
w  ith  Hire."— Ps.  cxvi :  7.
